In an ordinary winter one 
finds a wound of earth or «•*•;»I ashes 
almost a foot high at the ba*** of the 
tree ample protection.

this often fails, as the mice sometimes 
work under the snow lf there is a 
uest uear by. 
With rabbits, of course, 
this mounding will not answer. 
Mr. Ballou gives a number of plans 
for protecting the tree trunk. 
His 
pictures are so clear that little de­ 
scription is needed. 
The object is to 
put something around the tree trunk I 
which will keep the vermin away. 
lf rabbits abound this protection should 
lie high enough to prevent their reach­ 
ing over it when standing on their 
hind legs. 
Perhaps the simplest plan 
is shown In the first cut. 
Here ordi 
nary cornstalks are used—cut to the 
pro|>er length, placed around the trunk 
and tied with wire or string. 
Bab­ 
bits do not tour the stulks off. 
Mice 
would gun VV them, aud to circumvent 
them a roll of wire netting can be 
used 
This is put at the base of the 
tree outside the stalks.
